“ When two radio stations start send- 
ing it is like two stones being thrown 
into water,” the general explained, 
“the waves go out concentrically until 
they meet each other.

He decided 
to emulate Henry V., called a parliament, got a 
war grant, invaded France, but fought no Agin- 
court. He took a subsidy of £10,000 a year from 
Louis XI., ditched his ally of Burgundy, heard 
himself called some hard names by the royal duke, 
and went back to England with his pockets lined. 
War has been a business. It is now a dieturb- 
ance of business. The Japanese merchant is inter- 
ested. If only the two sword samurai were inter- 
ested we might be in a more alarming situation. 

If the Japanese people riot wherever an Amer- 
ican film ie shown in Japan, if they decline to have 
anything to do with our exports and refuse to send 
us anything that“they can export, there is a gen- 
eral hurt felt in Japan. In an age of capitalism 
Japan is worse off for that display of emotion, and 
the Japanese soldiers are better off making things 
We can use and using things we can sell than they 
would be giving the American regiments in the 
Philippines a chance to die nobly for honor. 
Ultimately, Japanese destiny and ours in the Pa- 
cific may collide, But business, industry, capital- 
ism, and the other alleged provocatives of war are 
holding back. They are sedatives. Economie 
causes of war are plenty. Probably the people 
of Kentucky and Tennessee would have fought if 
they could not have secured passage down the 
Mississippi any other way, but it would have been’ 
the whole people demanding it, the very planters 
who are supposed to be the victims of war brought 
on by money seeking exploiters.

THE METRIC SYSTEM. 


The Chicago Association of Commerce has tn- 
terested itself in the metric system. A committee 
hag been appointed to consider its merits ana the 
value of its adoption. The committee will find 
unquestioned merits, and on that basis may rec- 
ommend adoption. The main objection is the dif- 
ficulty in persuading people to change. The diffi- 
culty is. psychological, not final. 

Once in use, the metric system will save time 
and money. Oné expert estimated this saving to 
the United States at $315,000,000 a year. He tabu- 
lates this saving as follows: 


Time lost reducing between systems....§ 5,000,000 
Profit lost on foreign trade...... eeéoge 20,000,000 
School taxes for term of eight months 50,000,000 
Support of children through school term 100,000.000 


30,000,000 
Extra expense for instruments........,. 10,000,000 


Other experts say the annual loss penta’ be: 
higher—up to $750,000,000. 

The costs of changing from English feet and 
pounds to meters and kilos would be a good deal. 
But those costs would be temporary. The total 
expense of making the change in the United 
States, says Dr. J. V. Collins, would be about 
$600,000,000. That would be more than covered by 
the savings of the first few years of the metric 
system. 

Some of the costs would be in new weighing and 
measuring machines. That alone would take about 
$10,000,000. Other costs outlined by a Cincinnati 
firm are: new patterns, new drawings, new metric 
tools, changing jigs and fixturés, retraining labor. 
The costs would vary with the industry, but the 
costs of the change in any case would be more 
than covered by the savings. 

A yard is old, but ft is not holy. A mile is rich 
with English itions, but it is not absolute. 
The inch, it is claimed, was founded in the pyra- 
mids and is one five hundred millionth part of the 
earth's polar axis, but that does not increase fa- 
cility in using it. Pounds may have sentimental 
value, but they are hard to figure. How much 
has America saved by using a decimal system in 
money standards? We could gave even more by 
adopting the same kind of system for all weights 
and measures. In foreign trade, im science and 
engineering, in manufacturing, it has every aé- 
vantage. Continental Europe uses it, and the 
Latin peoples generally. Many use it in America. 
School children are taught it. We need only gen- 
law. ,

ESCAPING BOTULINUS 
POISON. 
HERE is very little danger of 


P istry. As to food poisoning due to ordi- 


nary bacteria, and particularly those 
of the parathyroid group, this investiga- 
tion said nothing. 

The spoiling which causes those who 
eat the products to vomit, to get diar- 
rhoea in a few hours, to have cramps 
and fever—that, type of spoiling was not 
investigated. 

“The experimenters injected large doses 
of botulinus bacillus into various kinds 
of foods, cooked them in the usual way, 
then get them aside for several days~ 
often in the refrigerator—and then fed 
them to guinea pigs. 

Botulinus is the bacillus which is found 
in the soil, which gets into much of 


‘the food which is- canned, and which 


causes a fgtal poisoning unless the food 
products are properly cleaned and 
trimmed free of decay, then properly 
cooked at high temperatgres before 
being canned, e 
= 

There was thought to be a little dan- 
ger from eating peas kept for a day 
at the temperature cf a warm kitchen. 
Peas innoculated with botalinus and 
kept in a refrigerator at 68 degrees were 
not poisonous at the end of sixteen days. 

Milk did not develop botulinus toxin. 
The experiments included sterilized milk, 
laboratory pasteurized, commercially 


| pasteurized, and raw milk. Even the 


milk which curdied, filled with bubbies, 
and became offensive did not cause botu- 
linus poisoning. 

There was no daager from cottage 
cheese. However, a specimen of cot- 
tage cheese which was infected with 


botulinus, then wrapped 

put away for six days at a temperature 
of 73 degrees, became vg? and offen- 
sive and killed a guinea ‘ 

Meat balle into which botulinus was 
injected did not have s dose of botulinus 
poison in them when at 49 degrees 
for three weeks, t other bacteria 
had spoiled these meat balls so that 
they were inedible after ten days.

CALCUTTA, India, June 28.—The 
American around the world fiyers 
gave Calcutta a thrill today when 
they flew in their seaplanes from their 
original landing place at Nawabganj 
to the city proper. The aviators 
strongly objected to the proposal to 
dismantle their machines, including 
the wings. in order to tow the ma- 


chines to the next takeoff. 

The authorities at first feared that 
the river Hooghly, at a point opposite 
Calcutta, was too congested with ship- 
ping to permit a landing, but Lieut. 
Lowell Smith, commander of the 
flight, convinced them it could be done. 

The planes made a beautiful flight 
Cown the river, passing low over the 
ships, and descended perfectly. Thou- 
sands of people along the river bank 
watched the course of the Americans. 
The destroyers sent a boat which 
towed the machines to a floating 
crane that landed them on the jetty. 
The task of transforming the ships 
into land planes began immediately. 
The aviators hope to leave Tuesday 
and make up for lost time. 


Navy Praises Airmen. 


The American consul gave a recep- 
tion in honor of the aviators and in 
the evening the flyers and the officers 
of the American destroyers here now 
were given a dinner by the American 
Legion post. 

Commander Kemmel of the de 
stroyer fleet, replying to a toast given 
at the dinner, by the American Le 
gion post, said: 

“The navy’s part in the flight is one 
of assistance. Our efforts were am.- 
ply repaid with the sight of the planes 
in Calcutta. We will be still more de- 
lighted when the planes are back at 
San Diego. We are convinced that 
the aviators who crossed the Pacific 
and negotiated the Aleutian islands 
will have no difficulty in completing 
the flight. We can all be proud of 
the men who are driving the planes. 
They represent the best type of Ameri- 
can manhood.”

a COVER 12,000 MILES |

27 marks a significant achievement) 


in the annals of aviation. More than 


412,000 miles of the journey around 


the world now have been completed, 
and only 13,000 miles remain, 

The American airmen have proved 
that aircraft can be operated in all 
the climates of the globe by success- 
fully flying across the Pacific ocean, 
encountering the gales, snow storms, 
and freezing temperature of the near 
arctic and by successfully traversing 
the shores of the China sea, with its 
typhoons and torrential rains, and by 
forcing their way through the equa- 
torial heat of French Indo-China, Siam, 
and Burma, along the shores of the 
stormy Bay of Bengal to Calcutta, the 
gateway ° Asia. 

Fiyers Conquer Mishaps. 

During the last week the last two 
stops of the third division have been 
successfully flown by the American 
expedition. At Rangoon difficulties 
were encountered which threatened to 
delay the expedition. The flight com- 
mander, Lieut. Lowell. H. Smith, was 
taken suddenly ill, but in a day was 
again sufficiently recovered to con- 
tinue with his work.

Difficulty in Rising. 


Considerable difficulty has been ex-., 
perienced by the flyers in getting their | 
planes off the water with their full gas 
capacity. This is attributable to three 
causes. One, the air is light and hot 
and motors will overheat rapidly. Two, 
at Saigon, Bangkok, and Burma, the 
planes landed in the fresh water of a 
river and this affects the rapidity with 
which the airplanes can rise from the 
water, ds pontoons are less buoyant in 
fresh water than in galt. Three, due 
to water soakage, as the result of being 


partly submerged every night for 
more than a month, the pontoons 
weigh from 300,to 350 pounds more 
than when entirely dry. 

The airmen arrived at Akyab at 2:35 
in the afternoon, after having refueled 
at Bassien. At this place they saw 
Capt. MacLaren, who had just taken 


‘off to continue his flight around the 


world, 

After remaining overnight in Akyab, 
the flyers proceeded to Calcutta, 400 
miles by following the coast line, stop- 
ping to refuel at Chittagong on June 
27. After leaving Chittagong, the 
Americans had to cross one of the 
most impenetrable and forbidding jun- 
gle swamps in the world, the delta of 
the Ganges, extending for 170 miles 
along the coast, with a depth of from 
60 to 80 miles.

In the bill filed yesterday the plain- 
tiffs admit they were tricked by klans- 
men and allege that N. H. Jones, for- 
mer district director of the American 
Unity league and an avowed enemy of 
the “invisible empire” was in reality a 
“ plant” assigned by Evans and others 
to work himaglif into a position of con- 


fidence with the klan’s enemies. 
Charge Funds. Were Kept.

The extension from Howard Street, Chicago, to Dempster 
Street, Niles Center, is now under construction, and opera- 
tion over that section will begin early in 1925.

rive in good condition. Here are some 
suggestions which, if followed, will 
land the big one at its destination ‘in 
excellent condition, so that 4 well 
mounted skin should result.

Railroads have less than 16 
cents of each dollar invested in trains 
and other rolling stock, and the big 
share of remaining capital in right of 
way, roadbed, bridges, and the like. 
Minnesota owners of some $500,000,000 
of automobiles and motor trucks are 
putting annually about $7,500,000, or 
less than 3 cents for each dollar of 
“rolling stock)’”’ into roads on which 
to run the machines.

Since 1916 a total of $540,000,000 has 
been made available by previous acts 
of congress, and the bureau of public 
roads, which administers these funds, 
reports the status on May 31 as fol- 
lows: Completed, 32,099 miles; under 
construction, 17,000 miles; approved 
for construction, 2,518 miles, and $33,- 
106,126 available for new projects. 

Practically all of the old funds and 
the entire amount of the new funds 
have been or will be expended on the 
federal aid highway system of the 
United States. This system, provided 
for by the federal highway act of 1921. 
consists of approximately 170,000 miles 
of road, and has been designated by 
the states and approved by the federal 
government. At the nning of the 
present year it was"estimated that 
60,000 miles of the system had been 
surfaced, about 8,700 miles graded, 
leaving 110,000 miles to be surfaced. 
Some of this work had been done by 
the states independent of federal aid. 
To surface the remaining 110,000 miles 
by 1934 will require an annual pro 
gram of 11,000 miles. 


More Equipment. 


Ten additional motor rail cars with 
trailers have been added to the equip- 
ment of the Ferrocarrill De Monte 
Alto, operating between the City of 
Mexico and Antizapan, carrying pas- 
sengers and light freight. 

Since May, 1922, a milk train with 
trailer has made two daily round trips 
between Pedregal and the City of Mex- 
ico. A train between Tlanepantla and 
Pedregal makes daily trips. During the 
first year these trains carried 363,000 
passengers.

The farmers’ codperative elevator 
Movement is strongest in the surplus 
grain belt states, ineluding Ohio, Indi- 
ana, Dlinois, Michigan, Iowa, Minne- 
sota, North and South Dakota, Nebras- 
ka, Kansas, Oklahoma, and Missouri. 
In Wisconsin's grain sections most of 
the farmers’ elevators are affiliated 
with the Wisconsin Society of Equity. 
Seme are affiliated with the Farmers’ 
National Grain Dealers’ association. 
Not all of the farmers’ elevators in the 
other states mentioned are affiliated 
with the Grain Dealers’ association. 
North Dakota, for example, has about 
450 and only 200 are affiliated with the 
Farmers’ State Grain Dealers’ associa- 
tion. In Iowa and Illinois there are 
between 600 and 700 grain elevators 
in each state and approximately two- 
thirds of them are affiliated with the 
farmers’ state codperativd elevator or- 
ganizations. 


Built on Service. 

The codperative elevators not only 
sell the farmers’ grain but do collective 
buying of “arm supplies, including 
fence posts, salt, coal, twine, farm im- 


plements and machinery, fecds, flour, 
and other such commodities. The ag- 
gregate turnover of these collective 
buying elevators amounts to $150,000,- 
000, according to federal government 
figures. Some of these supplies are 
bought through the farmers’ awn _job- 
bing organizations at quantity prices. 

Mr. Myers says the whole idea of 
the codperative elevators is built on 
service and better prices for farmers, 
and that if the proposed plan is to 
succeed it must include these two 
fundamental factors. From experience 
he has found that codperation alone 
will not hold the farmers together. 
They must have service and fair prices. 
Coéperation :must be in the new plan 
to guarintee that the institution is 
going to be permanent for the good of 
growers and consumers, but also there 
must be a union of all these essentials 
in a successful farmer owned market- 
ing system. 
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All Signs Point 
to Favorable Year 
for Late Gardens 


INETEEN TWENTY-FOUR has 
given gardeners the toughest 


season they have had to deal) 


with in- many years, old timers 
say. The Jate spring delayed piant- 
ing and many home gardeners have 
allowed the weeds to take their . plots, 
but there is a bright outlook for late 
vegetables. 
*"The delayed season and the contin- 
uation of rains have furnished ideal 
conditions for the seeding of midsum- 
mer crops that will mature in time 
for harvest before cold weather hits 
them in the fall. It is usually so dry 
that home gardeners have difficulty in 
getting seeds that are planted in mid- 
sumimer to germinate. The amateur 
will not have this trouble if he plants 
his late crop during the next ‘ew 
weeks, for in most sections there has 
been an abundance of rain. 


Favors Fall Planting. 


If vegetable crops are given a gooa 
start at the time they are planted 
during June and July, they often do 
better in this section than the early 


‘planted ones. 


With all the signs indicating that 
this will be an exceptionally favor- 
able year for the late garden, growers 
should plan immediately to do their 
planting before the ground gets dry 
and the extremely hot days come. 

There are two classes of vegetables 
used by experienced gardeners .-for fall 
planting. The first ome includes the 
crops that do best in the fall, while the 
other class is made up of vegetables 
that can be grown in the fall as well 
as in the spring. 

The group that does best in the fall 
includes such crops as Chinese cabh- 
bage, celery, endive, corn salad, tur. 
nips, rutabaga, cauliflower and Brus- 
sels sprouts. The other group in- 
cludes lettuce, radishes, peas, bush

Late Varieties Sown Early. 


The best gardeners sow late varte- 
ties of vegetables in the spring for 
fall harvest, but they use the early 
varieties for midsummer seeding be- 
cause they mature in a much shorter 
length of time. Amateurs may be in- 
clined to think that late varieties 
should be sown late and early varie- 
ties sown early, but the opposite rule 
is followed by experienced gardeners 
where the crops are being grown for 
fall harvesting. 


Some crops are peculiarly suitable}. 


for late planting because they have » 
tendency to go to seed when planted 
early and the dong, hot days of mid- 
summer hit them. But if the same 
crops are planted late they do not 
have this tendency. 

Amateurs can successfully grow cau- 
lifiowers as a late crop, but it ra- 
quires skill to bring the plants 
through with big, firm, snowhallish 
heads if they are set out early. The 
same is true with Brussels sprouts 
and endive.

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Batavia varieties are used for late 
planting. The French endive roots 
are grown during the summer and are 
then forced in sand to produce sprouts 
which are excellent for salad. 

Where cauliflower is grown for fall 
harvest tying the leaves up to blanch 
the heads is not so important be- 
cause the sun is not so hot, but for 
best results, pull the leaves together ||

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RESERVE BANK 
FINDS SAVINGS 
HIGHER IN MAY 


Both the amount of savings deposits 


r}and the size of the average savings ac- 
*; count In the Chicago federal reserve dis- 


trict were .4 per cent larger on May 31 
than at the beginning of the month, ac- 
cording to figures furnished by 202 banks. 
Indiana alone showed a downward trend. 
Compared with a year ago, the five states 
showed gains in the amount of their say- 
ings deposits ranging from 3.1 per cent 
in Indiana to 10 per cent in Michigan, 
the aggregate expansion for the district 
being 6 per cent. 

May returns now available from whole- 
salers in this district reflect the general 
caution in buying that characterized the 
month. For the second time this year 
sales by the majority of dealers in each 
of the five reporting groups were smaller 
than during the corresponding month of 
1923. With the exception of grocery 
sales, May comparisons with April also 
are unfavorable. For nearly two-thirds 
of the department stores reporting a de- 
cline in sales was apparent during May, 
both as compared with the previous 
month and with the corresponding month 
a year ago. 

Sales , of agricultural machinery ordi. 
narily continue to exand until July, but 
this year the May sales were lower than 
in April and considerably under a year 
ago, indicating that the seasonal! reces- 
sion began nearly six weeks earlier than 
in 1923.

There is a new little gesture made by this model. 
It is one distinguishing a Paris miodel executed 
in white crepe and it has been warmed over sev- 
eral times by several of our most noted New York 
designers. This gesture is concerned with the 
rounded piece taken out of the front of the tunic 
and reverberating the chemisette effect of the 
bodice. This is quite an artful little trick of di- 
versifying the overskirt, and registers yet one more 
attempt on the part of the designer to divide honors 
between plain and figured fabric.

One mode which has contributed not a little to 
re ripe Hen position of the figured material is the 
tunic. his idea is undoubtedly the most deeply 
rooted one of the season.

Miler Soeurs also have advo- 
cated the tunic frock, and among the creations of 
Molyrieux we find a decollette model of white satin 
incrusted in brilliants which adapts nothing more 
or less than the humble jumper as the prototype 


of its hip length tunic.

The former of these shows a stunning white 
alpaca adapted from a Worth creation. Here, you 
see, we have the popular knee length tunic so often 
employed in evening gowns. Unlike these latter, 
however, this is not straight line. Quite the con- 
trary. Indeed, it is upon the decided flare that 
rests much of the style interest of this creation. 
More and more one sees it—that decided flare above 


a narrow foundation. And the probability is that 


our opportunities for observation will increase 
rather than diminish. 

For a finish this frock utilizes plaited white 
organdy. This achieves the graceful under sleeves, 
and outlines the neck. Bands of self-material 
negotiate the meeting of alpaca and organdy. But 
this is not all. To sustain me in my original pre- 
mise that black and white dominate the summer 
season, there are those five black buttons placed 
at the right side. Only a whisper of black, but 
eloquent! 

Quite different in its technique is the white moire 
frock at the right. Here, instead of being one 
piece and beltless, King Tunic is enthroned with 
a long corsage to which is attached a flaring 
flounce. Also a sash of self-material persuades 
you the sash is by no means an outcast. 

These two trocks testify to one great truth. To 


the tunic is accorded the same sanction for minor 
indiscretions which were so ageing extended 
to the hero of the old song, the one who was the 
admirer of “ Poll.” It really matters not what you

Pattern No. 1893 is for one of those 

dispensable slips that. form a part 
ns every woman’s wardrobe. , it may 
be made of wash satin, crepe de chine, 
or cambric, in white or any . desired 
color. One often sees these slips made 
of crepe de chine‘and most elaborately 
trimmed with lace. The bottom of 
the skirt, instead of having a straight, 
hemmed edge, may be cut in points or 
round or oval shaped scallops. This 
sort of edge should be finished with a 
rolled hem and the lace insertion and 
edging gathered to it. The lace should 
not be set on fulljust full enough so 
it will lie fiat around the curves or 
points. 

Lace medallions or rows of inser- 
tions set in horizontally will make the 
camisole top pretty. The shoulder 
straps can be made of the material, 
with hemstitched edges, or an inch 
and one-half wide ribbon may be used. 
If the slip is cut to go over the 
shoulders, and the neck cut rounding 
across the back and in a rather deep V 
in the front, it will be necessary to 
work eyelets at regular intervals 
around the neck, through which to 
run ribbon. Or the neck can be fin- 
ished with lace beading and insertion. 
One rarely sees these slips with any- 
thing but shoulder straps, but the 
other way will allow the garment to 
hold in place over the shoulders, and 
not show, as straps so often do. 
Where the fullmess comes over the 
sides, the edge to be gathered should 
be started and finished with as narrow 
a margin as possible; and the widest 
part should be only one quarter of 
an inch, The next thing is to cut a 
strip long enough to extend beyond 
each edge after the turning in has 
been done and wide enough to cover 
the seam well. This is basted in posi- 
tion on the wrong side of the slip and 
stitched. Then a similar piece is set’ 
on, on the right side. Machine hem- 
stitching is the most satisfactory fin- 
ish — having the hemetitching go 
around the four edges. The top of 
the camisole may be finished with a 
hemstitched hem or casing through 
which a ribbon is run.

Quite different from the ordinary is 
the exterior, with its wide, overhang 
ing eaves and thatched roof capping 
a handsome face brick lower story. 
The half timbered upper stories pro. 
duce an effect which makes this house 
stand out in marked distincuuon from 
its neighbors. There is sufficient va- 
riety in the exterior treatment to 
make it imposing, and yet it is not 
overdone. The brick exh:pits its 
sturdy characteristics, while the stucco 
above is used for ornamental treat- 
ment. 

Massive porch columns inclose an 
inviting front.entry which opens into 
a large stair hall with a good sized liv- 
ing room, 13x22 feet, at the left. On 
the opposite side is the dining room, 
placed in a corner of the building. 


At the far end of the jiving room is 


a substantial, brick fireplace, chimney 
caps of which can be seen projecting 
over the roof at the left hand side of 
the picture. A glassed in sun porch, 
9x12 feet, overlooking the street, is al- 
most a part of the living room. Be- 
hind this porch, adjacent to the living 
room, is a small library, 9x12 feet. Li- 
brary and porch, together with the liv- 
ing room, make this living portion of 
the house approximately 22 feet

square, which is quite ample for gen- 
eral entertaining. The living room has 
a good beamed ceiling, and columned 
openings into the main hall. A unique 
location for a lavatory for the con- 
venience of guests is found on the 
landing, four or five steps above the 
level] of the Tain entry hall. 

Directly connected with the dining 
room, on the side of the house oppo- 
site the living room, are a kitchen and 
butler’s pantry. There are two large 


‘The dining room affords a command- 


ing view of the street. Here also is a 
beamed ceiling, harmonizing with that 
in the living room. In this connection, 
it should be noted that for buildings 
as substantial as this and entailing a 
considerable outlay of money, the 
walls and ceilings of all of the rooms 
on the first floor, with the exception 
of the kitchen, are plastered on metal 
lath. Architects recognize that it ts 
good business judgment to 
substantial plastering base which will 
reinforce the plaster .and insure 
against unsightly cracks and discolor: 
ation. These are most annoying in the 
living roem, hall, and dining room. It 
is said that the slightly greater ex- 
pense of this ‘form of plastering base 
is more than justified because of the 
resulting low upkeep expense. The 
walls retnain substantially crackless 
for an indefinite period. 

On the second floor, there are three 
bedrooms, a sewing room, a sleeping 
porch and a bathroom. [If there is not 
much home sewing done, the sewing 
room might be fitted up as an attrac 
tive gueste’ room or childs room, 
though the smallest of the three bed- 
rooms would serve the purpose better 
really. Of the two larger bedrooms 
one 18x19 feet and the other is 12x17 
feet. Each has a substantially large 
clothes closet. From the second bed- 
room there is a door opening on to the 
sleeping porch. There is @ balcony 
off of the third room from which an 
excellent view can be had of the at- 
tractively planned grounds. On the 
third floor there is, besides the serv- 
ants’ room, a large amusement hall, 
and considerable storage space. 

As for the interior finish, hardwood 
is use throughout the principal rooms 
on the first floor, and hardwood floors 
are used, excepting in the front porch, 
sun room, bathroom and lavatory, all 
of which are finished in tile. 

In every respect this house designed 
by Mr. Lindstrom represents 4 sub- 
stantial and commodiots home. With 
attractive landscaping, it is a distinct 
contribution to its surroundings.

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AMERICAN MENUS. 


T is not so easy to get up a true 
blue American menu for the dinner 
on the chief of our patriotic days. 
A state of Maine family menu for

ack would read: Boiled Kennebec or 
‘Penobscot river salmon, with egg 
#®auce; boiled new potatoes; new gar- 
“Mien peas (the men almost broke .neir 
mecks in rivalry to get them); Boston 
‘Drown bread and cream of tartar bis- 
£uits, custard pie, cherries, let nade. 


, Note chat this is a family menu. ..t 
about that time at Deimonico’s in New 
York you would find a menu of from 
fifty items and up, mainly French. 
‘But by 1906 Filippini at Delmonico’s, 
wr for his book, composed a menu read- 
jng thus: | °

Salted almonds 
Consommé, American 
Trout, Rochambeau ' 
Potatoes Noisettes

If we compare these two menus we 
ehall find a certain principle which we 
might follow, and which has undoubt- 
edly been followed all over our coun- 
ary in getting up Fourth of July 
Menus.

#uch. In Washington, for instance, 
they might have Potomac bass instead 
of Kennebec salmon. On the great 
Jakes may be had whitefish, etc. It is 
quite patriotic to use fish from our na- 

ive waters for our ‘national dinners. 
fit is a home dinner we need not 
have meat besides, uhless it is cold. 
And what variety of fish we shail use 
May be entirely governed by ihe com- 
jnunity we live in. Any of it will be 
‘“American,- if fresh, and salt cod. is 
primitive American. and can be -pre- 
pared elegantly if that interests us. 


7 American Consommé. 


. Fulippini tried to make his mehu fun- 
@amentally American by making the 
ishment of the soup, regular 
cleared meat stock, called consommé 
twhich can be infinitely varied with a 
mew name for each variation). dressed 
up with stars according to the fullow- 
ing directions: “Cut into smal! star 
pieces one each peeled red car- 

rot, white turnip, smal! truflle, and 
Bpanish sweet pepper. with the white 
of a hard boiled egg. Piace carrots, 
And turnips in a small saucepan with 
@ pint of the consommé and ‘et boil 
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for almost every course of the dinner. 
Little new beets boiled, cut -n stars, 
and served with a French dressing on 
lettuce leaves, may be used either as 
an appetizer or as garnish for a salad. 
If they are peeled before the coking 
they wii] be more 'tike the red of the 
flag, far more like it than when boi'ed 
in their skins, and can well replace the 
rather tiresome pimento whiie being 
much more American. Spanish asso- 
ciations cling around peppers still, yet 
strips of pimento have often been 
strurg across some well blanched leaf 
lettuce, thus giving a presumable rea- 
son for calling the whole Co:umbia 
salad or something of that sort. 
Beets for Stars. e 

Pee] and slice new beets thin, just 
cover with cold water, and cook gentiy 
in a Closely covered kettle. The )oung- 
est beets will cook in ten minutes, oth- 
ers in twenty This is the Jewish or 
Russian method of. cooking beets. and 
there need be no water to throw away, 
in which there will be dissoived sugar 
and other valuables. Stars could be 
cut out of the raw beet and these 
cocked as described. 

Calico Hash. 

This will always seem to me quite 
an American thing. and it could be 
used with a cold meat for a Fourth 
of July luncheon if it was served ele- 
gantly or used for a picnic. Use one 
cup of cold boiled potato chopped fine 
to one cup of cooked and chopped 
beets, about half a cup of carrot cut 
in the same fashion, and also turnip 
api cabbage in smaller portions if 
yuu have them. Heat up in bacon fat 
or good dripping from top of soup 
liquor, adding a bit of boiling water 
if necessary to bind. Season, brown 
on lower side in frying pan, turn like 
an omelet, and serve. A bacon garnish 
may be added to make it “ heartier.” 


Bolled New Potatoes. 


Boiled new potatoes cooked just 
right are about the most welcome 
vegetable in creation. They are sweet, 
moist but not salvey, etc. Either take 
off a thin peel, or rub off the skins of 
potatoes of about the same size, bare- 
ly cover them with cold water, put o1 
fire, and when the water boils turn the 
fire low. With a low fire they will 
remain as firm as beets boiling in their 
skins. When the potatoes are tender. 
pour off water if there is any around 
them, leave cover off kettle, and either 
dry over the least bit of fire or on the 
side of a solid topped stove. With a 
scant teaspoon of salt, sprinkle a little 
over them by tapping it, so as to add 
less than from a shaker, and then pour 
on melted butter (rather hot), turn po- 
tatoes in it, add more until they are 
well seasoned. You can get them so 
that they are as pleasant to eat as 


bonbons. They are true potato “ noi- 


settes,.”” that is to say, potato nuts. 
Bolled and Baked Ham. 
Virginia hams are quite national, 


but so are Chicago hams for that mat- 
ter, and international as well. But 


something about it. I1 rather salty, 
it needs soaking. If extremely dry, 
like Virginia ham, it needs long soak- 
ing, but do not soak or parboil or any- 
thing else until you have made the 
meat as immaculate as a lily. First 
scrape, then. wash aml brush and pare 
offall smoky surfaces not covered by 
skin. If you have any suspicion that 
it is still dirty, pour boiling water 
over it, let this stand a few seconds, 
then rinse in cold water. You may 
wait until] after this to pare it. 

Be sure to note the condition where 
the string was, and cut the bones 
apart if necessary to clean that. If the 
ham has been kept in a warm, low 
cellinged butcher shop, this part of 
the hem may be rancid and will flavor 
the whole unfavorably. 

Finally put into cold water to cover 
with dried or fresh celery leaves, onion, 
cafrots, and green pepper for season- 
ings. I also add prunes and candied 
ginger often. Allow one hour for the 
water to come to a boil, then let -t 
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simmer gently for about fifteen or 
twenty minutes to the pound. Finally 
skin and baste with some nice sirup 
—biown sugar cr other—and bake with 
several bastings, for about an hour in 
the oven. Bake gently so as not to 
cook out the fat which the sugar or 
sirup protects. If the sugared edges 
burn, the fire has been too hot and 
they burn more quickly than the fat. 
A sirup seasons the harna petter than 
does undissolved sugar, and. you may 


‘ prick it all over with cloves just the 


same if you want to, but you may get 
handsome surface with the sirup 
alone. 


Corned Beef. 


Corned beef in the oid days, before 
packing houses kept meat hy refrig- 
eration; was one of the great Amerti- 
can resect: ces, and sliced cold was held 
in high ~cough esteem to serve to com- 
pany, or for holiday meals. One of 
the simple and safe old ways to corn it 


oven for twenty minutes.

for this), trim and fix it up, put it in a 
piece of earthenware large enough to 
hold it, cover with cold water, and then’ 
add a clip and a half of coarse butch- 
er’s salt. Ice cream salt will do if you 
wash it. : 

Twenty-four hours fn this brine will 
prepare it for cooking, and four days 
the longest it should stand, and best 
not se long. It is best to tie up the 
meat in most cases and then, after it 
is gently boiled, to press it for slicing. 

Parker House Rolls. 

Perhaps Parker house rolis are no 
more American than Maryland beaten 
biscuit, bufthey have had a wider 
distribution.

Turn Adds Twenty Meters. 
Each coil except the honeycomb was 


wound on a three inch tube with just 
enough turns to reach a maximum 


wave length of 550 meters. In the 
case of all the coils turns were un- 
wound until each coil, with the con- 
denser at maximum capacity, regis- 
Then the range effi- 


The graph shows clearly that the 


wider range went easily to the triangu- 
lar bank wound coil. Another remark- 


able part of the test Was that a single 


turn added to this cofl gave a maxi- 


mum reading of 570 meters, with the 
minimum undisturbed. 

Coil A consisted of thirty-seven 
turns, two layer solonoid; coil B, 
standard two inch core honeycomb, 
had sixty-one turns, while coil C, 
the solonoid, each turn of which was 
spaced about the diameter of the wire, 
required forty-seven turns. The reason 
for this is because of the distance be- 
tween extreme wires, resulting in a 
small inductive effective between each. 

In order to secure maximum induc- 
tance with the least number of turns, 
it is, of course, desirable to bring all 
of the wires age closely together as 
possible—that is, bunch them. How- 
ever, it is essential that the distrib- 
uted capacity be kept down jn order 
to secure the advantage of bunching 
the wires.

Another thing that would prove a 
glaring error in a low-loss coil is tha‘ 
the photograph shows both the grid 
and filament binding posts on th? 

This would 
defeat much of the gain made by the 
fact that the. greater part of the co! 
is resting in air, thus cutting down 
dielectric losses common in form- 
wound coils.

CHECKED 


BY DEMOCRATIC DOINGS | 


BY DIALOG. 

It was such a poor week for distance 
reception, with the near-exception of 
last Monday night, that Wednesday 
found us pretty much wrapped up in 


Democratic convention doings, and im- 
mersed Thursday. However, we have 
no intention of trying to tell THE TRIB- 
UNE readers anything about the con- 
vention’s doings; for unquestionably 
the majority of them are far better 
informed on that score, thanks to W- 
G-N and the other Chicago and middle 
west radiocasts which were parts of 
this splendid piece of team work. 


What the Ether Holds for Us. 


Being more or less compelled to find 
the major part of the week’s enter- 
tainment—and it still is entertainment 
despite the fact that we more or less 
have to do it, and we hope it ever will 
be thus—in local stations we found a 
rhedium for a new profitable measure- 
ment of ether offerings which are at 
the command of whomsoever can and 
will tune in. 

It is. a known fact that Chicago 
programs, taken as a whole, are sec- 
ond to noné in the United States in 
the matter of artists appearing and the 
quality and variety of their features, 
but one who is accustomed to flitting 
hither and thither, pausing for every 
long draughts of every refreshing 
treat, is compelled to mafvel at the 
general evenness of the quality of] 
music and entertainment that is 
within the reach of every American. 

It would seem that the middle west 
is unusually favored, for rare indeed 
the occasion when there are not s0 
many exceptional things speeding 
across the night that one canhot help 
wishing for a hundred sets to keep 
atuned to a hundred stations with a 
hundred ears to listen. 


Middle West Standbys. 

When receiving is good one may 
turn to KSD at St. Louis, to WOC at 
Davenport, to WHAA of the State uni- 
versity of Iowa at lowa City, the lat- 
ter dividing time with the Palmer 
school radiocast; to WOAW at Omaha,

If a program proves dull there are 
at least a dozen others gliding unheard 
from aerial to ground, any of which 
may be turned to entertainment by re- 
adjustment of the dials. 

Some there are who are given to ac- 
counting radio as an expensive pastime 
when the upkeep is considered. We 
did that, too, until, at the time of the 
opera radiocasting of last winter, we 
spent a few inoments in figuring what 
outlay of cash would have been re- 
quired to obtain, on phonograph rec- 
ords alone, the great variety of things 
worth going far to hear, that consti- 
tuted one night’s tuning of a radio. 
The upkeep paled into insignificance 
and has never been allowed to deceive 
us since. | } 


Poor Reception at Night. 

It is quite to be expected thut from 
now until well into August poor recep- 
tion conditions beyond 200 miles will 
be the general order, with, of course, 
those unaccountably fine nights that 
will drop in every now and then in the 
midst cf a static infested stretch. Last 
Monday night might be classed as 
“tolerably fair,’’ but our success was 
not great enough for any detailed re- 
view. It seemed the same with other 
distance searchers. Beyond KDKA, 
KFKX, KSI, WOC, and,’of course, 
WCBD, static measured so close to sig- 
nal strength that it wasn't worth while 
holding a radiocast once it had been 
brought in. 

Wednesday was the poorest night 
we have yet encountered with the 
Nameless. for even KDEKA refused us.

Millions of Voters Radiocans. 

A study of the June radio programs 
indicate that leading politicians con- 
sider radio as an effective medium for 
reaching the people and as a means of 
conserving time and energy. It is es- 
timated that there are now between 
3,500,000 and 5,000,000 vacuum tube 
receiving sets in the nited States 
and about 6,000,000 crystal detector 
sets in use; thus it can be realized that 
the invisible audience represents mil- 
lions of votes. 

Who wil! get the radio vote and how 
can the votes be won by an invisible 
speaker? It will be the first time tn 
political history that a candidate for 
President comes into contact by voice 
with a large percentage of the voters. 
It is believed that the words criss- 
crossed trhough space are certain to 
impress the listeners one way or an- 
other. In the first place, the aspirants 
for the high offices will be nationally 
known, and this fact will give them 
a big advantage over the ordinary 
radiocaster. 

Radio impresarios say that a proml- 
nent man on the program is certain 
to attract a great audience to the wave 
length on which his words take flight, 
because al! radio listeners are anxious 
and curious to head the voice of ‘a 
person they have read much about. 
Thus many of the political speakers 
at least will be assured of a hearing 
at the start. 

Listeners Often Fickle. 


How long they hold the audience 
will depend’ on the interest of their 
topic, whether or not they have a 
“radio voice” and the number of other 
,attractions on the air. Long speeches 
are likely to be tuned out after the 
listener has heard the speaker's voice 
and the novelty of hearing it wears 
off, just as the boy at the circus shifts 
his attention from ring to ring. 

Program directors consider a fifteen 
to twenty minute speech long enough 
for radio because competition in the 


ether is keen. There are 591 stations, 
and a majority of them are often on 
the alr at -the same time. After a 
speaker actuates the microphone dor 
twenty minutes he is likely to ‘dose 
many of the listeners, as they tire of 
listening to one speech and one v . 
especially as new topics, bands, jags 
and soloists are just within a = 
turn of the dials.

The three womien who are usually 
recognized as the founders of the Chris- 
tian Woman’s Board of Missions were 
from Illinoi They were educated at 
Eureka col They were ‘Mrs. 
Pearre of Mackinaw, Mrs. Burgess of 
Washburn, and Miss Dickinson of Bu- 
reka. Mrs. Pearre is credited with 
being the first to suggest the organiza- 
tion and was its first national presi- 
dent. Mrs. Burgess gave many years 
of her life to its presidency. Miss Dick- 
inson organized the first local society 
at Eureka in July, 1874, and became its 
first state president and state organ- 
jizer. Miss Dickinson also made sug- 
gestions which resulted in the estab- 
lishment of the first Sunday in De- 
cember as Woman's day and in the 
founding of the, College of Missions at 
Indianapolis. — 

In 1919 the Christian Woman’s 
Board of Missions was merged into the 
United Christian Missionary society.
